Structural Features of Reinforcing Strip 

(Described in page 1 2 of Catalogue I ) 

A reinforcing strip is composed of a connecting part folded into halves by folding 
grooves and a fractional resistance part expanded to full width. 

A half-width folded part of a reinforcing strip is connected to reinforcing strip 
connecting grooves of blocks without any distortion or sag, and a full-width 
expanded part is supported with a reinforced earth without any twist or sag to secure 
long-term stability of the structure. 

A half-width folded part of a reinforcing strip has a small cross section and thus 
prevents making a connecting groove deeply to excessively to satisfy quality and 
efficiency of a block, and a lull-width expanded part of a reinforcing strip has a large 
cross section and thus is so expanded as to secure a sufficient Irictional force to have 
a structure to be capable of satisfying quality of a block and reinforced earth at the 
same time. 
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
